A POSEUR, BELIEF 


J. G. Gregory Recalls Meeting 


Famous Poet in 


1882 


"Oscar Wilde was a poseur above 


all things," said J. G. Gregory of 
the Wisconsin History commission, 
who knew him as a youth. 


"He had an extremely 
affected 


manner and hoped, no doubt, to at- 
tract attention bv his extravagances 
and revolutionary ideas. The man's 
whole character can be sumrned in 
his comment upon seeing Niagara 
Falls. 


"After hearing statistics upon the 


enormous 
amount of water that 


flowed over 
the 
falls, Oscar re- 


marked, 'Yes, but how jnuch more 
wonderful it would be if the water 
flowed up. Then it would, indeed, 
be 'as unusual as one could d«sire!' 


"I was young when I met Wilde," 


Mr. Gregory, Tbut even with my 
lack of experience, he struck me as 
a boy who stood with a posy in his 
hand and had studied the petals too 
closely, giving too little thought, to 
the world about him and to what 
this world th-otifrht. 
Indeed, this 


was Oscar's fault and undoing—his 
disregard for the world's opinions. 


Mr. Gregory met Wilde in 1882,
